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Last month I promised to report on the enforcement record of the State Bev- 
erage Department during my first two full years in office, and toward that end, 
I asked Mr. Joe Bowen, assistant director in charge of enforcement, to compile 


and submit a complete study of law enforcement work done by our agents in the 
field. 


I am very happy to be able to say that in every tangible way, we have broken 
every enforcement record set over any two-year period in the entire history of 
the department. 


We all know that the biggest tax thief in Florida is the untaxed liquor racket; 
manufacturers and vendors of moonshine whiskey are directly responsible for loss 
to the state of millions of dollars of badly needed revenue, and also are tremend- 
ously costly to the law-abiding, tax-paying licensed sellers of alcoholic beverages. 


For example, in the past two years, our agents destroyed 1,283 illicit moonshine 
stills, having a total capacity of manufacturing 264;807 gallons of whiskey a 
week. Florida’s state tax on ordinary whiskey amounts to $2.17. Therefore, if 
each of the destroyed stills had operated for one year at any time during the cur- 
rent administration, the state would have been defrauded of $29,880,821 in taxes, 
or almost $15,000,000 a year. 


Of course the state would not have collected anything like the full amount, but 
it has been estimated that if moonshine whiskey could be completely eliminated, 
about 30 per cent of the money spent on it would go for tax paid liquor. This

BREAK ENFORCEMENT RECORDS 


(Continued from Inside Front Cover) 


means that by making moonshine whiskey difficult and costly to manufacture and 
sell, agents of the State Beverage Department have added about $10,000,000 to 
the state’s general fund during the two years that our policy of strict enforcement 
has been in effect. 


I do not want to weigh these pages down with a heavy burden of statistics, 
but in addition to destroying stills, our agents have contributed greatly to the 
welfare of Florida and its people. 


In the two years just concluded, they have destroyed 935,162 gallons of mash 
and 30,904 gallons of moonshine whiskey, which with the stills had a total value 
of $574,464. They have confiscated 371 automobiles and trucks valued at $115,411. 
These cars were turned over to the counties in which they were seized and sold at 
auction, with the individual counties receiving all the money realized. 


Our men arrested 4,275 persons, brought to trial 2,983 of them and obtained 
convictions in all but 230 cases. Following this line, it is interesting to note that 
during our first year in office, 1949, 208 were acquitted after trial, whereas dur- 
ing 1950 only 22 of those we had arrested won acquittals. I feel that speaks well 
for the increasing efficiency of our agents in making and preparing cases which 
will stand up in court. 


Of those convicted, 119 received suspended sentences; the rest were sentenced 
to serve a total of 241 years and 1 day in jail, and paid fines totalling $263,798. 
All this money, of course, remained in the coffers of the counties in which the 
trials were held. 


I feel it pertinent to remark that even the extra-ordinary records made by 
beverage department agents could have been bettered had we been able to devote a 
greater proportion of our time and effort to the drive against untaxed liquor. How- 
ever, there were many months during the two years when we have been forced to 
detach our best agents from anti-moonshine work for other duties. 


| At one time an entire Flying Squad was concentrating on eliminating gam- 
bling from establishments licensed by this department, and even after the original 
cleanup of gambling in bars it has been necessary to maintain a staff of men con- 
stantly on the alert to make sure that this form of law violation does not reappear. 


In closing this enforcement report, I should like to say that the hard work and 
unflinching loyalty of. the entire personnel of the State Beverage Department is — 
what made possible the outstanding record that has been made. I know that every 
member of the department is determined to oe even better during the coming 12 
months.

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FLYING SQUADS AGAIN SET 
NEW ENFORCEMENT RECORDS

In last month’s report I summarized briefly some of the enforcement records 
established by beverage department agents during the first two full years in of- 
fice of the present administration. Among other things I mentioned that at no 
time during those two years had we been able to concentrate the full power of 
our enforcement organization in the never-ending battle against the makers and 
distributors of illicit, untaxed moonshine whiskey. 


During January, however, with gambling on premises licensed by this de- 
partment at an all-time low, Assistant Director and Chief Enforcement Officer 
Joe H. Bowen was given approval of his request to turn every available man loose 
on the moonshine problem. 7 


Chief Bowen immediately assigned undercover agents to all phases of the 
moonshine racket, and reorganized the Flying Squads to achieve even greater mo- 
bility and efficiency. Liaison among the Flying Squads, district supervisors and 
undercover men was sharpened, and a 24-hour-day, seven day a week campaign 
began. 


Confidential reports and information flowed through the central office in a 
steady stream and were passed along to the appropriate field men for action. 
In addition, men of all the Flying Squads and in all the districts showed con- 
siderable initiative in uncovering stills, moonshiners and bootleggers.

FLYING SQUADS AGAIN SET 
NEW ENFORCEMENT RECORDS 


(Continued from Inside Front Cover) 


RESULTS WERE MOST GRATIFYING 


In his original request for permission to turn temporarily from the fight 
against gambling to an all-out anti-moonshine campaign, Chief Bowen had said 
that, in his opinion, our agents could seize 100 stills. This goal seemed most 
optimistic, setting, as it did, a quota of 20 more stills than were destroyed in the 
best previous month in the department’s history. 


It turned out that the estimate fell short of the actuality. In all, beverage 
agents destroyed 109 stills, and had several more under observation when Jan- 
uary ended. . 


Elsewhere in this report can be found the complete breakdown chart of Jan- 
uary’s enforcement activities, but at the risk of seeming redundant I should like 
to elaborate on one of the more pertinent points to be found in the chart. 


It will be noted that during January we brought to trial 123 cases, and that 
every single case ended in conviction of the accused. Anyone with legal experi- 
ence, or any follower of criminal trials either in court or through the newspapers 
will realize that for judges and juries to find against the defendants in 128 con- 
secutive cases, the prosecution must have had excellent evidence ably prepared and 
presented. : 


It has been the policy of this department carefully to train our agents in the 
rules of evidence and courtroom procedure. We have gone on the theory that there 
is no sense in presenting a sloppily-constructed case in court when any intelligent 
agent can be trained to take full advantage of all the facts in gathering evidence 
for a legally sound case. We feel that when we have spent time and money catch- 
ing a law violator, it is our plain and inescapable duty to present the public pros- 
ecutor with ample legally admissible evidence to secure a conviction. 


The person who manufactures or deals in moonshine whiskey is the biggest 
tax thief in the State of Florida. Destruction of his still and his illegal liquor is, 
of course, a great deterrent. But when he is given a jail or prison sentence, he 
frequently realizes that there are other, less precarious ways of making a living. 
Moonshiners usually are country folk, used to spending their days in the spacious 
freedom of the woods and fields; they mortally hate and fear confinement. Fre- 
quently, one period of lodging as government guests is enough to incline them less 
kindly toward the manufacture of moonshine. 


To sum up, January marked the high point thus far in our continuing drive 
against illegal moonshine whiskey. I sincerely hope that last month’s successes 
will only point the way toward bigger and better enforcement records. Mean- 
while, the health, financial welfare and moral tone of our State cannot help but 
benefit from the work being done toward elimination of the maker of and dealer 
in moonshine whiskey. ;

The 1951 National Conference of State Liquor Administrators, which was held 
in Miami early this month, was conceded by all members attending to have been 
one of the most, if not the most, successful convention in the history of the organ- 
ization, 


The convention brought to Florida hundreds of the most important men con- 
nected with the alcoholic beverage industry throughout the nation, and without 
exception they left singing the praises of our State. 


Many of them came to Miami by car, stopping off en route to visit the many 
attractions and spots of scenic beauty for which Florida is so well known, and the 
entire State came in for sincere words of praise. 


Particularly impressed, I am pleased to be able to report, was the 
delegation from the State of Califcrnia. Members cf this delega- 
tion arrived early and stayed late, and were obviously amazed with 
Flerida’s over-all excellence, | 


“TI didn’t know exactly what to expect,” one of them said “but it 
certainly wasn’t anything like this. I hope I can come back next Win- 
ter.” 


As readers of this report know, we went to considerable effort in planning and 
executing the plans for the Conference. Everything went off smoothly and without 
a hitch. Although we were sure we were on safe ground when we scheduled out- 
of-door events there always was the remote possibility that unusual weather might 
cause trouble—but the weatherman proved most cooperative, and Miami enjoyed 
the most perfect weather of the year during the Conference.

On the basis of present tax collections, I have been advised by the Auditing 
Department of the State Beverage Department, that we shall collect approximately 
$26,500,000 from alcoholic beverages for the current 1950-1951 fiscal year, ending 
June 30th. 


This estimate will constitute a $3,000,000.00 increase over the amount estimated 
by the State Budget Commission before the present 1950-51 fiscal year began. At 
that time the Budget Commission felt a $23,500,000.00 tax collection estimate con- 
stituted a generous figure—which even then was a considerable increase over the 
1949-50 estimated revenue income. 


This increase of $8,000,000.00 over Budget Commission estimates indicates that 
the State Beverage Department will post another financial record for the current 
year, topping the gross income for the 1949-50 fiscal year, which in itself was a rec- 


ord year. 


It will be remembered that all funds collected by the State Beverage 
Department from alcoholic beverages goes into the State General Revenue 
Fund. Consequently the Three Million extra dollars which this agency 
will collect this year, will greatly help the over-all financial picture of the 
State, and provide the necessary and much needed funds to operate the 
many agencies serving the people of Florida. 


There are several factors responsible for the present increase in tax collections. 
Purchases of liquor on the part of the industry, in their attempt to ward off the 
possibility of future whiskey shortages, has contributed to the present increase. 


Furthermore, the enforcement activities of the State Beverage Department field 
men has throttled the illegal manufacture of moonshine, which in turn has created 
additional sales among the thousands of legal liquor licensees throughout the State. 
It has always been the theory of this Department, that by concentrating our ef- 
forts upon the illegal manufacture and sale of moonshine, that the liquor consum- 
ing public would eventually be forced to patronize the legal retail outlets of the State. 


Our enforcement records prove that our efforts over the past year have sub- 
stantially increased the legal sale of alcoholic beverages.

STATE FLYING SQUAD CLEANS UP 
BIG GAME EAST OF PENSACOLA 


$2,000, Dice, Tables Seized 
In Surprise Raid Early Tcday 


BY RONALD NELSON 


A state beverage department raid, headed by Assistant Director Joe H. Bowen of Tallahassee, 
broke up a gambling establishment about seven miles east of Pensacola on Gulf Coast high- 
way shortly after midnight Friday. Officers nabbed 17 persons in the surprise move, and more 
than $2,000 in cash and checks was confiscated. Among those taken to Santa Rosa county jail 
at Milton to be booked were O. W. Ard and Pete Pearl, alleged operators of the house. Santa 
Rosa Deputy Clyde Murphy said the pair would be charged with possession of gambling equip- 
ment and operating a gambling house. 


Bowen, who is also chief enforcement officer for the state beverage department, stated 
the raid was carried out at the request of State Rep. Woodrow Melvin, Santa Rosa county 
solicitor. 


The establishment allegedly had been in operation for some time, and an “undercover agent” 


for the beverage department visited it several hours before the raid. He told of being served 
a “very strong’ drink while there, and said he quickly lost $40 in a gambling game. 


NO LIQUOR LICENSE 


A warrant was obtained from County Judge William Bonifay of Milton, and the agent here © 
contacted officials of the beverage department. He said the place held no liquor licenses, though 
drinks were being served there.

Bowen, accompanied by key men of his statewide flying squad, and Pensacola District 
Supervisor J. S. Shirey, met the agent here shortly before midnight. The beverage men brought 
with them Deputy Murphy from Santa Rosa, who said all equipment confiscated in the raid would 
be taken to Milton. Included were a blackjack table, full sized porker table, dice table, 18 decks 
of cards, 51 pair of dice and miscellaneous chips. 


GAMES GOING 


The house has the appearance of a residence and is situated on the Fort Walton highway 
just beyond the cut-off road to Pensacola Beach. It was surrounded by officers, and when Bowen 
and several agents walked in through a rear door, dice and card games were in full swing. 

No one was allowed to leave the place until equipment was listed and the money counted. 
Bowen reported $791 in cash was found, and $1,300 in checks. Officers could find no liquor, how- 
ever. 

Nabbed in the raid were E. C. Wellworth, John L. Murphy, J. A. Loveless, George Goleman, 
P. P. Renew, Alfred Watson, Mortimer James, J. W. Keeble, Dillon Faulk, S. Vallici, Johnnie 
Webb, Joe Wilson, F. D. Johnston, and J. C. Suggs, Sr. 

No addresses were immediatly available, but it was revealed that all would be charged with 
gambling. 


DICK FLYING 


When the agents burst in, they first entered the room where the crap shooters were en- 
grossed in watching the galloping dominos and placed the participants under arrest. 

So quiet was the foray, that porker players in an adjoining room did not even realize that a 
raid was in progress untill startled by the flash bulb of the News-Journal photographer who 
accompanied the raiders. 

Through all the hubbub, an elderly man slept peacefully on a couch in the main room of the 
building. 


Melvin Warns Gamblers 


Rep. Woodrow Melvin, Santa Rosa county solicitor, declared Saturday morning that 
Friday night’s raid on a gambling house on the Pensacola - Fort Walton highway should 
serve as a stern reminder that gambling will not be tolerated in Santa Rosa. 

Melvin, who requested that state beverage agents make the raid, said em- 
phatically “we’re just not going to permit gambling casinos to operate in Santa 
Rosa county” and indicated that other raids would follow if reports of gambling | 
are received. 

Seventeen persons were nabbed by a squad of officers, headed by Joe Bowen, assistant 
director of the state beverage department shortly before midnight Friday, during a raid 
on a gambling house located just east of the Pensacola beach road. 

Melvin said he first learned the gambling casino was operating while he served as 
attorney for the Haley committee during the session of the legislature just completed. 

“We were investigating gambling on a state-wide basis and someone suggested 
that maybe we should look into the situation in Santa Rosa county,” Melvin de- 
clared. 

“IT turned over what information I gathered to Mr. Bowen and requested that he make 
a thorough investigation. County Judge William Bonifay joined me in requesting Mr: 
Bowen to apply such force as necessary to clean up gambling in the county,” Melvin con- 
tinued. | 

Melvin said he also requested that the beverage department investigate reports- that 
whiskey was either being sold or served in the casino that was “charged up a little.” (An 
undercover agent, who visited the house several hours before the raid, told of being served 
a “very strong” drink while there and said he quickly lost $40 in a gambling game.”

GAMBLING HOUSE YIELDS 16 MEN 
IN RAID BY STATE BEVERAGE UNIT 


PETE PEARL CHARGED WITH OPERATING PLACE 
IN SANTA ROSA COUNTY ACROSS BAY BRIDGE

Sixteen men rounded up in a lightning raid on a gambling house seven miles east of Pen- 
sacola early Saturday immediately posted cash bonds amounting to $1,420, Santa Rosa Sheriff 
Marshall Hayes said last night. 


All of the gamblers, nabbed in a state beverage Neeenote foray headed by Assistant Di- 
rector Joe H. Bowen of Tallahassee, are residents of Pensacola, the sheriff stated. 


“T don’t know any of them,” Hayes said, “and I am certainly shocked to learn of an operation 
of this kind in the lower end of the county.” 


He also expressed amazement on learning that State Rep. Woodrow Melvin, Santa Rosa 
county solicitor, had requested the raid, and that County Judge William Bonifay had issued a 
warrant. 

“Neither Melvin, Bonifay nor anybody else asked me to make the raid,” he declared, adding 
that he had passed the gambling place numerous times without being aware of it. “I had no 
way of knowing what it was. It isnt a casino, and just looks like a house.” 


Emphasizing his opposition to gambling activities in Santa Rosa, the sheriff revealed Sat- 
urday that he “organized a raid on the Surf club about three weeks ago, but the place was 
entirely in order.” 


The Surf club is a swank night spot on the Pensacola beach cut-off road, just a short dis- 
tance from the city. Hayes said he had been “tipped off” that gambling was being carried on 
there, but that his raid which he had not mentioned until Saturday, proved the club was not 
running a gambling game. 

Hayes said beverage agents Friday night took along one of his deputies, Clyde Murphy, who 
has charged one of the men with operation of the establishment. 

He is Pete Pearl, 1317 Wilson avenue, Warrington. Pearl was among a number of 
gambling figures indicted in Pensacola during a full scale probe cf Escambia gambling 

by a grand jury in 1948. He pleaded guilty in court of record on March 12, 1949, to a 

charge of operating a gambling room and paid a fine of $4,500. 


Pearl posted a $1,000 bond Saturday after being charged with operating the gambling estab- 
lishment, Hayes said. The sheriff added that he did not know who owned the house, but that an 
investigation will disclose ownership. 

Deputy Murphy said after the raid that another man, O. W. Ard, 2906 West Strong street, 
would be charged in connection with operation of the establishment, also. Sheriff Hayes said 
Saturday, however, that his investigation, “which is still incomplete,” did not show that Ard 
was an operator, and that he was charged only with gambling. 


TERM WITHHELD 


Another of those arrested, J. C. Suggs, Sr., currently is under a withheld sentence from court. 
of record on charges of operating a house of ill fame. He was sentenced to one year in jail 
on Aug. 12, 1949, on charges of keeping a disorderly house and a house of ill fame, but on Nov. 
12, the sentence was modified. He was released from the jail and the sentence withheld. Suggs’ 
police record also shows numerous other arrests on a variety of charges. 


Those who posted $30 cash bonds at the Milton jail were officially identified by Sheriff 
Hayes as Ard, Suggs, E. C. Wellworth, John L. Murphy, J. A. Loveless, George Goleman, P. P. 
Renew, Alfred Watson, Martin James, Dillon Touart, J. E:': Webb, Joe Wilson, F. D. Johnson, 
S. Roggeri and Pete Smith. 


Hayes did not indicate when the case would be aired, but stated that he had launched an 
investigation which he expected to be “thorough.”
